INSTRUCTIONS  for  AGENTS 

-A-T  THE  POLLS. 


The  principle  is  incorporated  in  the  Ontario  Election 
Law  of  ONE  MAN,  ONE  VOTE.  And  the  voter 
must  vote  in  the  Electoral  District  in  which  he  resides. 
Every  canvasser  should  make  a  note  of  every  voter 
who  has  removed  from  the  place  of  residence  marked 
in  the  Voters'  List,  and  if  the  voter  has  removed  out 
of  the  Electoral  District  he  cannot  vote,  and  should 
be  sworn  if  he  presents  himself  to  vote. 

The  Sections  quoted  are  those  of  the  Ontario  Election  Act.  The 
Deputy  Returning  Officer  is  provided  with  a  copy  for  the  use  of  the 
Election  ;  if  necessary  refer  him  to  the  section,  indicated. 


1.  The  poll  opens  at  9  A.M.  and  closes  at  5  P.M.  Poll. 

2.  Make  an  oath  of  secrecy  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  Agents' 
polling  day,  and  present  it  with  your  authority  as  Agent  to  the  appointment. 
Deputy  Returning  Officer.     If  required,  the  Deputy  Returning 

Officer  must  take  the  oath. 

3.  Have  with  you  a  Voters'  List,  carefully  prepared  for  your  gnid-  Prepared 
ance,  showing  each  voter  you  are  to  object  to,  and  to  swear  also  those    oters  lst' 
of  your  own  voters  who  may  be  objected  to  by  the  party,  so  that 

you  may  be  prepared  to  sustain  them. 

4.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  obtain  from  the  clerk  of  the  Muni-  Date  of 
cipality,  and  shall  furnish  to  each  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  a  certi-  pf^Revf 
ficate  of  the  date  upon  which  the  Assessment  Roll  was  returned  by  sion  Qf  Roll, 
the  Assessor,  and  also  the  date  upon  which  it  was  finally  revised. 

5.  Every  voter  whose  name  is  on  the  Voters'  List  of  the  polling  Who  may 
subdivision  may  vote  ;  provided,  if  required,  he  takes  the  oath  or  Vote- 
affirmation  prescribed  to  be  taken  by  voters. 

6.  A  voter  may  select  the  form  of  oath  he  will  take.  Amendment  Oath. 
1889;  Chap.  5,  52  Vic. 

7.  A  voter  refusing  to  take  the  oath  cannot  subsequently  be  ad-  Refuging  the 
mitted  to  vote  ;  and  if  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer  afterwards  0atn- 
gives  such  person  a  ballot,  he  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars.   Sub-section  6,  section  90. 


Residence  of  8.  The  voter  must  at  the  time  fixed  by  Statute  for  beginning  to 
"Voters.  make  the  Assessment  Roll,  or  for  making  complaint  to  the  County 

Judge  to  insert  his  name  on  the  Voters'  List,  and  also  at  the  date 
of  the  election,  be  a  resident  of  and  domiciled  in  the  Municipality 
in  which  he  desires  to  vote. 

Voters  must  have  resided  in  the  Electoral  District  continuously 
since  the  time  fixed  as  above  mentioned  for  beginning  to  make  the 
roll  or  for  making  complaint,  up  to  and  including  the  day  of  the 
election.    Temporary  absence  does  not  disqualify. 

When  swearing  a  voter  see  that  the  proper  date  is  inserted  in  the 
oath.    [See  the  oaths.] 

Qualification.  9.  No  question  of  qualification  can  be  raised  at  any  Election,  ex- 
cept to  ascertain  whether  the  person  tendering  his  vote  is  the  same 
person  intended  to  be  designated  in  the  Voters'  List.  R.  S.  0.,  c. 
9.,  sec.  91. 

Penalty  for        10.  No  person  shall  attempt  to  vote  at  more  than  one  polling 
attempting  to  piace  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
vote  more  r 

than  once.  Tlie  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  place  his  name  or  initials 

Ballot ling  on  ka°k  of  each  ballot,  but  no  other  mark  or  figure  of  any  kind 
before  handing  it  to  the  voter.

12.  The  voter  shall  then  in  the  compartment  provided,  place  a 
cross,  thus  Xj  on  the  right  hand  side  opposite  the  name  of  the  Re- 
form Candidate,  and  shall  hold  the  ballot  paper  so  as  to  conceal  the 
names  of  the  Candidates,  but  showing  the  initials  of  the  Deputy 
Returning  Officer  and  the  printed  number  on  the  back  of  the  ballot, 
and  then  hand  it  to  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  who  will  put  it 
into  the  ballot  box. 

13.  A  person  unable  to  mark  his  ballot,  on  making  a  declaration 
that  he  is  unable  to  read,  shall  have  it  marked  for  him,  as  he  may 
indicate,  by  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer  in  presence  of  the  Agents. 
Section  101. 

14.  A  voter  who  has  been  personated  can  tender  a  ballot.  Sec- 
tion 102. 

15.  A  person  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  vote,  but  whose  name  is 
not  on  the  Voters'  List,  may  tender  a  ballot.    Section  103. 

16.  A  voter  who  has  spoiled  his  ballot  paper  can  have  another  on 
delivering  up  the  one  spoiled.    Section  104. 

17.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  poll  the  Deputy  Returning 
Officer,  in  presence  of  the  Poll  Clerk  and  the  two  Agents  for  each 
candidate,  shall  open  the  ballot  box  and  proceed  to  count  the  votes, 
and  in  doing  so  shall  open  them  with  their  printed  faces  upwards, 
so  that  they  can  be  seen  by  the  Agents  present.  Section  106.  See 
also  53  V.  c.  3,  s.  4. 

Void  Ballots.  18.  Those  ballots  are  void  which  have  not  been  supplied  by  the 
Deputy  Returning  Officer,  or  on  which  votes  are  given  to  more  can- 
didates than  are  to  be  elected,  or  on  which  anything  in  addition  to 
the  printed  number,  or  name  or  initials  of  the  Deputy  Returning 
Officer  on  the  back  is  written  or  marked  by  which  the  voter  can  be

18.  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  take  a  note  of  any  objec-  Objection  to 
tion  made  to  a  ballot,  an^  shall  number  and  initial  it  on  the  back,  any  Ballot, 
but  the  decision  of  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  be  final  as  to 
counting  such  ballot.

18.  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  endorse  rejected  on  ballots  Rejected 
he  rejects,  and  if  required  shall  endorse  it  rejection  objected  to.    Sub-  Ballots, 
section  5,  section  106. 

19.  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  then  make  up  a  statement  Ballot 

of  the  votes  given  for  each  candidate,  in  words  as  well  as  in  figures,  Statement, 
under  the  proper  heads,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Deputy  Return- 
ing Officer,  the  Poll  Clerk,  and  such  of  the  agents  as  may  desire  to 
sign  such  statement.    Sub-sections  6  and  7,  section  106. 

20.  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  certify  on  the  Voters'  List,  Certifying 
under  his  own  signature  in  full  words,  the  total  number  of  persons  who  Voters  List- 
have  voted  at  the  polling  place  at  which  he  has  been  appointed  to 

preside.    Section  108. 

21.  At  the  close  of  the  poll  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  on  Certificate  to 
being  required  so  to  do,  shall  deliver  to  each  of  the  agents  present  a  A£ents« 
certificate  of  the  number  of  votes  given  to  each  candidate,  and  of  the 

number  of  rejected  ballot  papers.    Section  109. 

The  agent  must  be  sure  to  ask  for  the  above  certificate,  and  preserve 
it  carefully. 

22.  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall,  at  the  completion  of  the  Making  up 
counting  of  the  votes,  make  up  into  packages  the  ballots  and  docu-  and  Sealin& 
ments  used  in  the  election  in  the  manner  directed  in  section  110,  and  aper' 
shall  seal  them.    See  also  53  V.  c.  5,  s.  6. 

The  agents  may  also  affix  their  seals  to  the  same.    Section  110. 

23.  Any  Deputy  Returning  Officer  or  Poll  Clerk  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  perform  any  of  the  obligations  or  formalities  required  of 
him  by  the  Election  Act,  shall  for  each  such  refusal  or  neglect  incur 
a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

24.  The  Agent  must  remain  to  see  the  ballots  counted,  and  sealed 
up  in  the  envelopes,  and  on  no  account  be  absent  for  a  moment  until 
that  is  done  ;  nor  leave  the  Polling  booth  until  he  receives  the  certificate 
of  the  number  of  votes  polled  for  each  candidate  from  the  Deputy 
Returning  Officerf

Where  there  is  not  a  voters'  list,  if  a  candidate  or  his  agent  alleges  that 
the  voter  is  an  Indian,  one  or  other  of  the  following  oaths  is  to  be 
administered  to  such  voter,  the  voter  having  the  right  to  select  which. 

"  You  swear  that  you  do  not  participate  in  the  annuities,  interest, 
moneys,  or  rents  of  any  tribe,  band  or  body  of  Indians,  and  do  not  reside 
among  Indians." 

or 

"  You  swear  that  you  are  not  an  Indian,  nor  a  person  with  par  Indian 
blood.' 

The  oaths  required  of  other  voters  are  to  be  taken  as  in  other  cates,  if 
required.  (As  to  qualification  of  unenfranchised  Indians  not  residing 
among  Indians  or  on  an  Indian  reserve.    See  above  note.)
